Association, Visva-Bharati, West Bengal, and Dayal Bagh, Agra. 

(6) Seven non-officials nominated by the Central Government inclusive 
of two from the Standing Committee of the Legislature advising 
the Ministry of Industry and Supply.

|fc>cxaminc the schemes of the Broviucial and iState Governments 
for the promotion of cottage and sti)ali-soale industries lind to 
.^sist in co-ordinating them. 

(^ivj advise the Government on the marketing o£ the products ot 
cottage and small-scale industries in India and abroad. 

The Board will appoint sub-committees for particular pui'iioses. One such 
Committee will deal witli handloom production. t- 

8. Though representatives of the smaller States and of Chief Coiiunissiouer's 
Provinces have nob been included in the Board, the interests of the cottage 
and small-scale industries of these areas will also be gh'en due attention %y 
the Board. The Governments of 'these areas will be kept intorme^ 'of- the 
transactions of the Board and they will be invited to depute their repi’e^itatiyp«'' 
to participate in its proceedings whenever this is considered desirable.
